‘Because certain fruits do mot con- 
form to Nature’s laws, humanity is 
able to enjoy their dessert without 
the nuisance of pips.’ Such was the 
interesting statement of a Covent 
Garden iniporter “Sox laws apply 
to plant life just as they do to the 
rest of Nature,’ he went on, “Speat- 
ing generally, no fruit can prow un- 
less it has been fertilized. Where no 
such ‘marriage’ has taken place, the 
fruit wither and dies, Bons ago, 
certain fruits. including the banana 
and the breacdfruit, rebelled against 


these Jaws, and for some reason un- 
known to scientist the trees were 
capable of producing exless fruit. 


That is the reason wiy there are no 
pips in banana: 

“Horticultural experiments in this 
regard were undertaken some years 
ago with oranges, grapefruit and 
pineapples; and after years of unsue- 
essful trials the seedless fruit was 
at last produced. It is now only a 
matter of time for prowers to discov. 
er methods whereby seeds cain be 
completely eliminated from all kinds 


of fruit.’

On Verge Of Starvation 


Eshimos At Chesterfield Inlet Re- 
ported To Be Short Of Food 

A poor run of white fox and deer 
in the Chesterfield Inlet country, 450 
miles north of Churehill, have left the 
Eskimos on the verge of starvation 
this winter, according to the Rev 
Father Emmanuel Duplain, Roman 
Catholic missionary at Churchill, who 
has arrived from the north, 

The missionary says that the na 
Lives will be able to get through the 
winter, but supplies are low, Last 
swimmer Father Duplain took supplies 
to the hospital-mission at Cheste1 
ficld with the motorship ‘Theresa.’ 
It was his intention to make several 
trips, but engine trouble and bad 
Weather prevented him from making 
scheduled trips and he was unable 
to take more than a few tons of sup 
plies to the post.

The staff of an agency 
usually inckhudes various officers 
in addition to the agent such as 
the medical officer, clerk, farni in- 
tructor, field matron, nurse, consta- 
ble, stockman, and so on, according 
to the special requirements otf the 
agency in question, At many of the
